HAVANA. Cuba. January 81. — Under clear skies 
and with perfect racing conditions prevailing a | 
large Saturday attendance witnessed some spirited 
contests at Oriental Park this afternoon. The mile 
race, run as the fifth, commanded the most atten- 
tion. End Man and Sweep Clean were equal choices 
and they finished first and third respectively, The 
Pirate at 10 to 1 separating the pair. End Man 
was away fastest and set a sharp pace, with The 
Pirate always in nearest pursuit. They maintained 
this order throughout, hut The Pirate gained rapidly 
in the last eighth and almost overtook the leader 
in the last quarter of a mile, only a half length 
separating them at ilic finish. Sweep Clean was 
forced wide on the first turn, but for which lie 
might have been a nun*- formidable factor, as he 
closed a big gap and finished fast and gamely. 

The first race brought together an ordinary band 
of three -year-olds, of which Mooresque and Acosta 
were the choices, but the winner turned up in Na- 
vi sco, which ran in much improved form. Acosta 
was probably the best and might have won had he 
not. been buffeted about rounding the far turn, but 
as it was lie had to be ridden hard to beat Thistle- 
bloom for second place. 

The speedy Currency managed to stagger in half 
a length in front of Sunrose in the second race. 
The winner drew away into a commanding lead in 
the early stages, but tired badly in the stretch and 
would have been beaten in a few more strides. 
Judge Budrow found the track a bit too hard and 
would not extend himself at any stage. 

Cuba Encanto, the Cuban-bred eolt which races 
under the colors of E. C. Griffith, accounted for the 
third without being fully extended. Pickens had 
him under restraint all the way and the son of 
Solomon always held Fincastle safe. Don Pepe, 
another Cuban bred, finished third. Bistouri. the 
well-bred stallion which August Belmont sent to 
Cuba several years ago. made his first appearance 
in Cuba with colors uji this race.

— John E. Madden, 
master of Hamburg Place and larg-st breeder of 
thoroughbred horses in this country, is the authority 
fur the statement that the breeder ieavps nothing to 
chance and success is only achieved by enref.il plan- 
ning and study of the proper combinations of blood 
lines. 

“In breeding nothing is done by chance,” says 
Mr. Madden. “At times we do tilings and get re- 
sults greater than expected. It is then advisable 
to pause aud determine how it was done aud see if 
it can be duplicated. 

“The sire is the most important fact >r on a farm. 
He plants the seed aud gives the form to the fi.al 
just as the grain is deposited in the soil and 
produces itself. 

“A great race horse that breeds true cannot fail. 
If he does not the quicker he is discarded the 
better. 

“The mare contributes the vitality. Her control 
o? form is slight. If you have any doubt in ieg:ud 
to tli i s take the result when a mare is mated with 
a jack. It is always a mule. The only change is 
color and size. 

“Race mares rarely produce great performers. 
Their daughters seldom fail when properly mated.”
